Congress has closed the ports to aliens and now an estimate 


of population ha* been made by the national bureau of economic 
Research, The population of the United States was 112,826,000 
on Janoray 1, ll»i'4. This n a gain of one million nine hundred 
and forty-three thousand in a year. The official census report 
of 1920placed the population of the United Slates at 105.7^1,000, 
or an increase o: more than seven million since 1920. 


According to the report a io\v death-rate was a large factor
